These  were  the  climaxing 
worde  of  the  Very  Rev,  Edword  B- 
Bunn.  S.J.,  former  President  of 
Loyola,  ns  he  inaugurated  the  sub- 
scription drive  for  Our  Lady’s 
Chapel  of  Evergreen.  A litUe  over 
three  and  a halt  years  later,  Loyola 

is  making  final  preparations  for  the  opposition, 

chapel’s  formal  ground-breaking. 

This  is  progress— progress  made 
possible  by  the  unswerving  efforts 
of  two  Loyola  presidents,  Father 
Bunn  and  the  Very  Rev.  Francis 
X.  Talbot.  S.  J.  To  these  two  Jesuit 
fathers,  to  the  alumni  association, 
and  to  the  numerous  other  benefac- 
tors, Loyola,  indeed,  owes  a debt  of 
sincere  gratitude. 

Thus,  it  is  with  jusllfinhle  pride 
that  Loyola  students  will  witness 
the  ground-breaking  ceremonies  on 
Sunday.  It  is  their  alma  mater 
that  is  raising  this  edifice  In 
memory  of  those  who  served  and 
of  those  who  gave  their  lives  In  the 
last  world  war.  The  structure  will 
be  grand:  it  is  dedicated  to  a noble 
cause.  It  will  serve  an  equally  noble 
purpose,  lor  It  will  facilitate  p 
more  vigorous  religious  program  at 
the  College.  It  was  for  the  possibil- 
ity of  just  such  a program  that 
those  whom  it  recalls  fought  to  pre- 
serve. There  could  be  no  more 
fitting  memorial.

The  chapel  building  will  also  fill 
another  long-standing  need  at  the 
College.  Its  basement  will  provide 
iho  atudenU  with  an  ample  audl 
torlutn  tor  formal  and  extracurrlcu- 
iat  functions.  This  alone  would  he 
ample  jusllflcatlon  for  the  tireless 
elforts  which  have  made  possible 
the  realization  of  Father  Bunn  s 
orlglnnl  plan.  Many  organizations 
whose  activities  have  heretofore 
been  thwarted  will  have  adequate 
lacllltles  at  their  disposal. 

The  commencement  of  the  chapel's 
construction  is  a milestone  in  Loy- 
ola's history.  It  is  the  first  step  in 
a program  of  preparation  for  the 
celebration  of  the  College's  centen- 
nial in  1062.  As  the  Archbishop 
turns  the  soil  on  the  chapel  site, 
the  assembled  Loyola  students 
should  thrill  to  the  significance  of 
the  event.

been  set  forth  by  Barry  Ulanov, 
noted  jazz  critic.  He  calls  the  mo- 
tivating force  of  good  jazz  inftifiion. 
According  to  Aristotle,  intuition 
occurs  when  the  mind  is  in  direct 
contact  with  itself,  when  the  sub- 
ject of  thought  and  the  thinking 
process  are  identified  without  any 
external  object  as  the  middle  term. 
Thus,  a real  Jazz  musician  will  be- 
come aware  of  a melodic  passage 
which  fits  the  chord  structure  ho  Is 
using,  although  he  may  never  have 
heard  or  seen  it  before  the  precise 
moment  of  his  use  of  it. 

This  takes  care  of  the  soloist,  but 
what  about  the  jazz  group?  Barry 
has  an  answer  for  this  too;  he  calls 
the  combining  force  fension,  which 
occurs  when  one  musician’s  mind  is 
in  direct  contact  with  his  fellow 
players.  From  this  direct  contact 
of  minds  come  the  perfect  har- 
monies and  rhythms  which  go  to 
make  up  the  whole  of  the  jazz  com- 
position, which  is  played  instantly 
and  cannot  be  reproduced  except 
by  artificial  means.  Personally,  this 
writer  agrees.  tVhat  do  you  think? 

Future  plans  of  Artie  Shaw  re- 
veal a band  patterned  after  his  ’39 
outfit,  famous  for  Begin  the  Be- 
gulne.  Artie  has  condescended 
once  again  to  play  the  music  his 
fans  want,  even  to  the  previously 
mentioned  begulne,  What’s  the 
matter,  Arllc.  getting  hungry?

Meet  the  Faculty  Ebeling  Collection 

Mr.  Pletschette  Tells  Donated  to  Library 

Mrs.  n .man  L.  Ebeling  bas  do- 
nnced  to  the  Loyola  College  Library 
a collection  of  books  aceunmlated 
by  her  late  husband,  Dr.  Herman 
L.  Ebeling. 

The  bulk  of  the  collection  con- 
sists in  reference  and  text  books 
in  language  and  the  classics  on  a 
graduate  level.  The  library  Is  the 
lieraonal  coilectlon  of  Dr.  Ebeilng. 
who  taught  at  Haverford,  Goucher 
and  Hamilton  Colleges  earlier  in 
the  century. 

"Most  of  the  books  are  by  Ger- 
man authors  written  in  their 
native  tongue,"  says  the  Rev.  Wil- 
liam M.  Davish.  llbrarlnn.  "Very 
few  would  prove  of  Interest  to  the 
undergraduate,  but  they  will  be  in- 
valuable in  graduate  work." 

Dr.  Ebeling  was  graduated  with 
a degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  from 
Hopkins  in  1904  and  received  his 
PhD.  from  the  same  university- 


playwright.  teacher,  student  and 
miner,  Mr  Alphonse  Joseph  Plets- 
chette, Instructor  in  German  at  Loy- 
ola, boasts  of  n European  back- 
ground of  varied  experiences. 

Born  on  October  16,  1012.  in  Lor- 
raine Department,  France,  Mr. 
Pletschette  began  his  education  in 
n parochial  school  in  Luxemhourg. 
HIs  first  degree  was  that  of  Bache- 
lor of  Arts  at  Luxembourg  City 
College.

After  graduation  he  worked  iu 
the  iron  mines  and  attended  the 
Sorbonue  University,  in  Paris,  as  a 
special  student,  receiving  an  un- 
credited degree  of  Auditor  In 
Linguistics, 

During  the  next  four  years  he 
studied  Law  at  the  Luxembourg 
Slate  Department  of  Justice.  In 
1931  ho  received  his  baccalaureate 
and  was  graduated  In  Christian 
Doctrine,  a requirement  of  gradu- 
ates in  the  universities  of  all-Cath- 
Ollc  Luxembourg.
